But to secure a lib rary there are still 
other matters to reckon with. 
One of 
these is that enough money must b e 
given b y the city to pay the cost of 
maintaining it. 
Aud it is a poor city, 
indeed / that cannot keep up a lib rary 
when it is donated. 
Nearly all of our neighb oring cities 
have a Carnegie lib rary, and it has only 
remained for some organization or 
committee to take the m atter up in or­ 
der to start the b all rolling which re­ 
turns covered with moss. 
John A. Titsworth, Judge Will M. 
Sparks and Ernest B. Thomas were 
appointed on a committee to take the 
matter np. 
Mr. Titsworth is chair­ 
man of the committee.

Several witnesses have b een ex am­ 
ined, inclnding the plaintiff, Nora 
Heims, who was on the stand this 
morning. 
She told the jury the story 
of how the accident occurred and her 
crippled condition was paraded b efore 
the twelve men sittingjin judgment. 
Many|Jlegal points arose during the 
cross ex amination of the witness which 
were speedily disposed of b y. Judge 
Sparks. 
This afternoon 
several 
witnesses 
were on the stand inclnding Thelma 
Crider, a Holiness Evangelist, who 
was one of the first on the scene after 
the accident occurred. 
She told of 
how she found Mr. Heims unconscious, 
lying in the yard attired in his night 
clothes, and Mrs. Heims ran toward 
her as she came up to the gate, w ring­ 
ing her crippled hands, crying and 
praying and falling to the ground at 
every few steps ; and how her face b ore 
evidence of the torture she was suffer­ 
ing from having come in contact with 
the deadly current. 
She said that her 
hands, which had b een b urned b y the 
charged wire were twisted and torn, 
and the flesh in the palms was cooked 
to a white color, the whole b eing a 
sickening sight to b ehold. 
The b est attorneys in this part of 
the State are employed on the case, 
and it will prob ab ly last several days.

Indianapolis. Ind . December 13.— 
! A movement has been Inaugurated 
j at Anderson by Edward C. Toner, a 
newspaper man. ex-Senator E. K Hen 
| dee and others to induce the legis­ 
lature to pass a resolution providing 
! for a convention for the revision of 
I the ^tate constitution. 
This move- 
1 ment is not a new one. however, as 
1 several times during the last lew years 
i the sam*‘ thing has been suggested 
and resolutions for that purpose intro­ 
duced. 
Mr 
Toner has written to 
many attorneys about it and they are 
in hearty sympathy with it. 
Several 
members of congress have given it 
their stamp of approval. 
Governor 
Hanly has been solicited to take part 
in it and it looks as if the movement 
will amount to something. One of the 
main reasons for desiring to call the 
j convention is to revise the constitu- 
! tion as to the qualifications of men 
I who seek admission to the bar to 
; practice law. In the last two elections 
I the people have voted on that propo­ 
sition, but through public indifference 
it failed for u lack of a constitutional 
majority 
A convention to revise the 
constitution could settle the matter 
without much trouble. 
It is said that 
the originators of the present move­ 
ment would like to have the member­ 
ship of the legislature reduc? d and 
the members givt n more time and 
more salary for their work. 


The Democratic members of the leg­ 
islature at an all-day caucus at the 
Grand hotel decided to take a vigor­ 
ous stand for every reform advocated 
specifically or in a general way in 
the platform adopted by their state 
convention last spring. 
It will not be 
their fault if the people do not get 
the reforms they are demanding of 
the coming session. The action of the 
Democratic members means that they 
will urge the enactment of a two-cent 
railroad fare; public depositories for 
public funds: 
state examination of 
private banks; radical insurance re­ 
forms; 
repeal of the metropolitan 
police law; repeal of the ditch law 
enacted last session and objectionable 
portions of the new cities and towns 
act; and the passage of a compulsory 
primary election law. 
These will be
